LEON BoNAPARTS in actual history. Upon 
this subject each of these great com- 
manders, both of whom regarded the 
children of the people simply in the light 
of food for powder, éxpressed. himself 
with candid brutality, But it was a re- 
ligious duty‘to the Americans of two or 
three generations ago. Our ‘writer in 
The North American, while confessing 
his childish puzzles as to which of the 
things enjoined in the Books of Moszs 
were still binding, sets forth that. he 
never had any doubt that the injunction 
to “multiply and replenish the earth” 
was a commandment of continuous obli- 
gation. It is, indeed, strange that this 
‘injunction should have been so regarded 
in an agricultural and especially a Cal- 
vinistic community, for, taken in conhéc- 
tion with the Calvinistic creed, it en- 
joined people to ‘dead lives of toll and 
penury in order to bring into the world 
the number of children to spend 
their lives also in toll and penury and, 
according te an almost overwhelming 
probability, to follow that existence by 
an eternity in hell, 

Perhaps the strongest point of our 
writer’s article is his contrast between 
the conditions of his youth, when pa- 
triarchal families were the rule, and the 
present conditions, in which, to the dis- 
gust of the President, they are the rare 
exception. That was the time, he says, 
when a woman of thirty was accounted 
old, aged by the pains and perils 
of bearing and rearing children, where- 
as a@ woman of thirty in our hap- 
pier conditions is still young, and at 
forty-five not yet old, There were, 
doubtiess, as anybody. whdse memory 
goes back far enough can remember, 
happy exceptions in which, by the spe- 
cial: bounty of nature, the mother of a 
great family had a serene and cheerful 
age, but the rule undoubtedly was that 
before what we now count as middie Hfe 
‘she had become a weary and despairing 
drudge. As many children as can be 
reared and educated so as to give them 
their fair share of the chances of life are 
as many, we may say, as any prudent 
parents would desire to he responsible 
for, and it is extremely unlikely that any 
number of the President’s alldcutions, 
howeyer vigorous, will have @ statistic- 
ally detectable influence on the birth 
rate of the United States.

Where will this tendency lead if per- 
mitted to go on unchecked? The theory 
of the injunction is that it is an exercise 
of the supreme judicial power to avert 
the commission of an act inyolving « 
wrong sufficiently serious to entitle the 
applicant toe anticipatory protection—the 
Intention of the person enjoined to com- 
mit such act being known or essimed 
from his thréats, plans, or preparations. 
A definition more in accordance with 
the modern judicial concept would prob- 
ably be: A prohibitory writ tssued by 
any Judge of any court on the appli- 
cation of anybody, for any purpose which 
the Judge approves or which would be 
agreeable to some one the court wishes to 
oblige. This at least must be the idea of 
an injunction held by Judge Baxter and 
many others on the bench. No doubt the 
judjcial discretion je the only safeguard 
egeinst the misuse of @ powér which is 
essentially discretionary; and if a Judge 
is not Giscreet what are we to do about 
it? All that suggests iteelf at the mo- 
ment te for the Legislatures of the sev-

der which a competition or a practical 
division of the sculpture among men Cca- 
pable of good work might be made,. Re- 
lying on the fairness of the Sculpture 
Society, he was Teady, when the time 
came, to call upon it, so that the build- 
ing ‘which was the crowning effort of his 
life should gain glory through a decora- 
tion in marble and brenze second to no 
structure in the land. 

The plans of Tuomas were crossed 
when thé building fell into the hands of 
architects either incapable of under- 
standing such views, or unable for other 
reasons to carry them out, The splen- 
did dress of statuary, mosaics, and mural 
paintings seems to have dwindled to a 
set of statues which must be wanting in 
the beauty and individuality that can 
only be obtained when a” number of 
sculptors, emulating each other, are 
granted the time to make each statue 
the highest flight of the maker’s talent. 
Up to the present time such statuary as 
the Hall of Records is to have belongs: to 
the department of the contractor and 
runs the risk of being contract statuary. 
Not that the sculptors selected are infe- 
rior, but that sculpture ordered whole- 
sale éannot, in the nature of things, be 
the best that a good.sculptor can supply. 

Something should be done to carry out 
the decorative plans of Tuomas. The 
Sculpture Society and the Society of 
Mural Painters should be allowed to 
formulate a scheme for internal and ex- 
ternal decoration, and this scheme should 
be communicated to the press in time to 
permit a thorough discussion of the mat- 
ter. An exhibition of the models and de- 
signs prior to final acceptance might be 
made at the Arts Club, and the various 
art societies and schools given the op, 
portunity to see what we are to have. 
We might go further. Since these deco- 
rations are for us and our children, and 
are paid for with our money, we have @ 
right to demand that the statuary be 
plated in its plaster stage exactly where 
it is eventually to stand, in bronze, mar- 
bie, or granite. The time and expense 
involveé in such trials of sculpture are 
well spent. It is a method which has 
been employed with success in Paris on 
more than one occasion, and always 
proves a kindness to the sculptor, who 
can make such changes after he has seen 
the plaster model in place as will adapt 
the work to its surroundings, and it will 
add to the permanent value of the work 
as an investment of the public funds,
